Afterward they ſaid they bore the armes 
for no other cauſe,than to cauſethe Queene of England 
to abſtaine from bearing the armes of France. Yetat 
length he obrained at the interceſſion of Mont Morancy,

Engliſh men would detaine them no longer | 
from him : And that to dcliuer Fortreſſes in Galloway 
or Cantire vnto forrainers, was no other thing, than 
ro g1Uc a new occaſion of warre. | 

When they could notagree vpon thele Articles, and 
the Commiſſioners came not from the Regent of Scot- 
land, and in the meaue time 1t was reported and bruted, 
that aid was carneltly requelted by her friends of the 
Pore;the King of France, and the Duke of Alba, for 
the del1ucrance and freeing of the Queene of Scotland, 
and che Engly/hrcbcls, as Weſtmerland, the Counteſle of 
Northumberland, and thereſt,w: rc conucied ſecretly out 
of Scotland, nothing came of this Trearic: but yer 

The Biſhop of Roſe lent the Articles of this treatic 
vnto the Pope, and the Kings of France and Spaine, 
and infinuatcd ynto them, that the Queene of Scorland

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| mult of neceſſitic yeeld ynto them, vnleſſe they holpe 
her both with aduiceand other aid very ſhortly, which 
he did molt importunately requeſt at their hands, bur 
11 vain : forall they were earneltly buſicd with other 

matters. 
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Little before his time, Ridolphi# the Florentine, 
before named (who had vied much merchan- 
dizcand trafficke at London fiitecnc yeeres) ſent 
very ſecrei]y the Letters of the Pope vnto che Quceene 
of Scotland; in the which hee promiſed his care and 
ſtudic tothe vemolt of his goods and labour, ro ad- | 
uance the Catholike Religion and her; and required | 
her to ſhew fauour, and giue credit vnto Ridolphis in 
all thiogs ; and alſo that hee may vaderſtand by him, 
who nowdcrermined to returne into 1taly, by what 
meanes he may doeany good, and giue auy relecte yn- 
to the Catholike Religion, and remedy vnro the com- 
mon miſchiefcs in England and Scotland Ridolphus al- 
ſo in his owne priuate letters requeſted cheQueeneto | 
impart theſe things vnto the Duke of Norfolke, and her 

| friends, and that ſhe would commend him vato them. 
Bur the delated her anſwer(though the Kings of France 
and Spaine, and the Duke of Alba, wrote to the ſame | 
cf) varill ſhe ſaw vnro what cnd the treatic already | 
begunne, would come. 


For there was come, as from the King of Scotland, to | : 
_ talke | 
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ralke of the Scottiſh affaires, the Earle of Mourton, Pet- 


carne Abbot of Duafermeliing,and Iames Mac-Gill, who 
vnto Qucene ELIZABETH (commanding them 
tolay downe euidently the cauſes of their depriuing 
the Queene of Scotland, and to proucthem to be jult} 
(hewed a redious and Jong iuſtruftion or memori- 
all, wherein with a moſt 1nfolcart libertie and bitter- 
nelſe of ſpeech, they endeuoured to proue the people 
of Scotland to be ſuperiour and aboue their Kings, by 


the ancicnt priuileges of the Kingdome of Scotland, 


by old forgotten and allo late examples, colleted from 
all places; yea, and by the authoritie of Caluin they 
alſo cndeuourcd to prouc, thatthe popular Magiſtrates 


| ar#appointed andinade to moderate and keepe in or- 


derthe cxcefle and vnrulineſſe of Kings ; and that ir is 
lawfull for them to put the Kings thar bee euill and 
wickea into priſon, and alſo to depriue them of their 
Kingdomes. But they ſpake much of their lenitic vied 


roward their depriued Queene, becauſe they ſuffered 
her to ſet her ſonne in herplace, and to appoint gouer- 
nours vato him. That it proceeded out of the mercie 
of the people, and nor for her innocencic,that they ſut- 
tered her to liue : and many other things which curbu- 
lent wits doc malapcrtly deuifc and inuent againſt the 
royall Maicſtic of Kinos. This memoriall Queene 
ELIZABETH read, butnot without indignarion ; 
and as 2 libel] written in the ſlander and reproach of 
Kings,condemned it,though ſhe ſaid nothing : bur vn-

which might conueniently bee done\; but to delinsr ſuch 
great men, and ſuch Fortreſſes, was no other thing, but to 
ſpoile and depriue the diſtreſſed Quzene of the ſucconr and 
ſtrength of all her moſt faithful! friends, and of moſt ſtrong 


places. But they oftered two Earles, of whom one 


' ſhouldbe one of thethree named, and two Lords,to be 


hoſtages for rwo yceres ; but that the Holds and Ca- 
ſtles by the league could not bee deliucred vnto the 
Engliſh men, except others in like manner were deliue- 
red vnto the French men. Bit (ſaid Bacon) all the 
Realme of Scotland, the Prince,the Noblemen and Caſtles, 


| are not all ſufficient to giue ſecuritie onto the Q1uzene,and 


the moſb flouriſbing Realme of England ; and therefore

Treatie, {1acethey exacted fo earncſtly ſuch ſecuritie, 
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land, lo that ſufficient {ecuritie were giuen. And to | 
that purpole, they allo talked with Morton and his al- 
lociates hereof, and of deliuering the Kipg into Eng- 
land, who in plaine termes an{wered, that chey had no 
commiſſion to treat or deale cither to receiue homethe 
Queenc into Scotland, or to deliuer the King into Eng- 
land. But the Commilſioners of the Queene of Scor- 
land reieCted this ſpeech as a frivolous excuſe : For cer- 
tainly they that had authorite to depriue the (lucene, had 
alſo authoritie enough to reſtore and ſet her at libertie : 
neither needed they to looke for any amboritie from the reſt 
of the Conſpirators, fince that their wicked fatt had made 
them equails (facinus quos inquinar, xquar.) As for 
the Prince he could not, being but fiue yeeres old, giue them 
authoritie ; and as for the Regent, he had committed all the 
matter to Gueene ELIZABETH, and to ber pleaſure, 
Therctore they beſought the Commillioners of Eng- | 
land, that thele men might bee compelled to conſult 
thercof, orcl{ethe matterended, and compounded vp- 
on cquall conditions, without theſemen. Bur Queene 
ELIZABETH, awhen hee ſaw nothing could bee 
doneto giucher lelte, the King, and the Realmeſecurt- 
tie, except both 'the faCtions agrecd together ; Shee 
thought it firing that the Eſtates of Scorland which 
were ſhortly ro aſſemble, dideleEtand chooſe our men 
who ſhould endeuour romake a compoſition. Here- 
upon Roſſeand his aſſociates openly complained, that 
many of the Queene of Englands Councellors did 
abuſe the prudence of theQueeneof England, and the 
patience of the Queene of Scotland, and to haue delu- 
ded forraine Princes with their ſubrill policies, and |} 
brought the Scots ina vaine hope, to their great hurr. 
| And indeed theQueene of Scozland ftomacking and 
- complaining of the ſame, and wearie of theſe delaies, 
 calledaway the Bilhop of Galloway and LeuingNon, and 
COIN- | 
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commanded Rofſe (whom the Queene of England had 
commanded to depart from London) to {tay at London, 
by the right of an Embalſador (which made a ſuſpicion 
to grow) and appointed her fricnds in Scotland to take 
armcs, and not truſt any longer vato the truces which 
had beenchurrfull vuto them. | 
For in the time wken theſethings were done in Eng- | 
land, they had ſuſtained great loſſes, many had becne | 
{ put to execution, more ſlaine, and Dunbrittos the | 
irongelt Fortin Scotland taken, and Tames Hamilton | 
| Archbiſhop of Saint Andrewes, brother ro the Duke of 
Chaſteauleroy, as priuie to the murder of the King, not | 
1o much as arraigned ortried, was hanged,by the accu- | 
{ation ofa Prieſt, who affirmed, that he had heard ir in | 
confel[1on by one of the Regicides, 
When now the captiue Queene had no hope lefr,and 
| Was in greatgricfe, and all her ſcruants but ren, and a 
Prielt co fay Maſſe, were {ent away, and all her hopeto 
obraine herliberric was gone, ſhee could not refiaine, 
burdid open that which he | ad long concealed in her 
minde. Shee therefore ſent ſecretly vnto the Duke of 
Norfolke, a long Commentaric of her purpoſes, which 
ſhe had written before time, and certaine loue-letters in 
| a priuate Charafter knowne to them two, and other 
Ictrers to be carried to the Pope,and the King of Spatne, | 
| by Ridolphus, whom ſhe commended as one very carc- | 
full of her good :and her very friend Higfordthe Dukes |. 
Secretaric, who wrote out this Commentarie and let- 
ters, 12 an vſuall hand and leiter, was commanded to 
| burne ir, bur hee hid it vnder the Matt in the Dukes 
| chamber, and that of purpole, as it ſeemed. This Rt- 
-| dolph, once to the Duke himſelfe, and more times by 
' Barker, reaſoned thus : That hee had obſerued, that there 
Were many Noblemen and Commons in England, that defi- 


red an Inzouation ; and thoſe were of three ſorts - Some 
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which mon:y Ridolph himſelfe had diſtributed a great 


fix thouſand foot, which might bee [ent ower and landed at 
' Harwich, a Port in Eflex (whereabouts the Duke had 
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that had bin in credit im the time of Quecne Marics reigne, 
0 now were not accounted of : Others that were addifted to 
the Popiſb Religion, and grudged inwardly that they might 
not coſe it freely : And others that were not content with 
their eſtate, and hoped for better. Theſe were ready, but | 
wantzd ſome Nobleman to bee their Captaine or Leader, | 
and forraine aid. There could not be a fitter man for Cap- | 
taine, and more noble than the Duke, who had the loue of 
the Realme : And hee had great reaſon to reuenge the 
wrongs done onto him, by hu long detention in priſon , and | 
now to hy reproach, not called unto the Parlament, 
which he had a place and voice, as the chiefcj} Novleman, 
and Earle Marſhall of Eoglau'd. Aud to perlwede him | 
the more eficCtually, he ſhewed bim a roll of the No- 
blemen,who had vowed to ſpend their liues and goods 
for him, if he would attemprir. As tor torraine aid, he 
aſſured him chat the Pope (ſo that the Romiſh Religion 
might bee aduanced) would defray all the charges of the | 
warre, who had already laid in banke a great ſumme of 
money the laſt yecre when the Bull was publiſhed ; of the 


part, among the Engliſh fugitives. Hee promiſed that 
the King of Spain, irritated by the iniuries of the Engliſh 
men, would ſend to helpe them foure thoujand horſe, and 


many tenants and Gentlemen holding of him ) moſt fitly and | 
without ſuſpicion, in the beginning of Summer, when 1he 
Duke of Medina Cxli was to come with 4 good N:wuie imo | 
the Low-Countries. Laſtly, heconcluded,%hat ſu:h a mo- | 
deration might be -yſed, that all ſuſpicion of treaſon in the 
Duke might be taken away and prouifion made for the ſafetie 
of the Quzene of England, if onely ſhee would embrace or 
tolerate the Romiſh Religion, and conſent to the mariage 
of the Nuzene of Scotland with the Duke.

| The Duke gAuc carc to thele things as likely, bur 
yet refuſed ro ſubſcribe vato the letters of credic (as 


they call them) which Ridolph, being ready to depart, 
ſhewed vnto him. Neither would he heare the aduice 


of Roſſe, which hee had long (ludied, and pur into his 
head by Barker; namely, that the Duke with a ſeleed 
| companic of Noblemen, to take the Qneene ſuddenly, and to 
diſturbe the Parlament and by thu meanes the mariage with 
the Queene of Scotland might bee finiſhed, and the Ro- 
miſh Religion ſet in better ſtate in England, without any 
great ſtirre, and without any forraine aid : Which might 
eafily be done, hauing ſo many Noblemen ready and prompt 
to enter into this aftion, as could not bee aſſembled againe in 
one place without ſuſpicion. And iuſt cauſe there was, for 


that the Duke was kept long in priſon againſt the Lawes of 


the Realme, and not admitted into the Parlament ; and alſo 
for that more rigorous Lawes were deniſed againſt the Pa- 


piſts. And to doe thu hee brought in the example of Ca- 


ſtrutio 7 lraly, and others, who by ſudden aftions had 
proſperouſly effefted great matters ; and hoiv. five Noble- 
men in Scotland; very lately, had diſturbed the Parla- 
ment wherein Murrcy was to bee attainted, and gotten the 


| Queene into their hands. 7 


This aduicc the Duke (who was out of his inbred 
good nature farre from any villanic)-derefted and dilli- 
ked, as pernicious and dangerous. Butabourthe ſame 
titne, Henry Percy offercd his ſeruice vnto Roſſe, for to 
deliver the Queene of Stotland our of priſon ; fo that 
Grange and Carie of Ferniherſ# would recciyc heratthe 
berders of Scotland, and his brother rhe Earle of Nor- 
thinnberland might bee deliuered: our of Scotland. But 
when his credit was ſuſpected, becauſe of his private 
familiaritie with Burghley, and alſo he delaied rhe mar- 
ter very long, that plot came to nothing : (For the 


- which, vpon his ſubmiſſion hee was norwithſtanding 
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fined in the Star-chamber at fiue thouſand Markes, 
which ncucrthelefſe the Queene pardoned.) As alfo 
the plot of Powell of Sandford, one of the Penſioners, 
and of Owen, a Gentleman belonging ro the Earle of 
*Arundell, who intended to aduenture vpon the ſame 
action, bur that Roſſe did inhibir and hinder rhem, as 
not able to perforine ſo great an attempt, fince they 
were nor men of that abiliric and mcanes. 

Yet did many Engliſh men haſten the mariage be- 
| tweene the Queene of Scorland and the Duke of Nor- 
folke as much as they could ; for they had by their per- | 
(lwaſtons brought him to thinke of the mariage with | 
her agaiiie,contrarie to the promiſe he had made, which 
was hrit found out by theſe meancs. 

Ridolph the Florentine (whom wee hauc ſpoken of ) 
being ſent ouer Sca into forraine Countries, todealcin | 
the Queene of Scotlands buſincſle, had acquainted | 
| Charles Bailiffe a Flemming, leruant to the Queene of 
Scotland, with all his ſpeeches with the Duke of Alua, 
and bad dcliuered vnto him letters in Ciphers vnto 
her, the Spzni/b Embaſladour, Norfolke, Roſſe, and rhe | 
Lord Lumley, al put in one Packet, which Batliffe 
brought oucr with him, though Roſſe had bidden him 
to leaue them with the Capraine of Calice to bee ſent | 
oucr. Bucasſoone as hee arriued in Dower Hauen, hee 
was apprehended and pur in priſon ; buthis Packer of 
letters was ſent, ro the Lord Cobham Warden of the. 
Cinque-ports; whuch things Roſſe knew with the farlt, 
and dealtfo diligently and cratily with Cobham (who | 
was not ignorant of the Dukes counſcll} that that 
Packet was deliuered ynto him,and another with other 
old letters wrapped vp, was deliuercd vnto the privie 
| Councellors : And this was allo fignified vato Bailiffe. 
1 Yer hee being vpon the Racke, confeſſed ſome things, 
and amonglt other, thar a Packer of letters cameto the 
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ha::ds of Roſſe. This came to the knowledge of Rofſe 
allo, who forthwith very wiſcly ſent'away Cuthbert his 
Secretarie, and laid aſide his Ciphers and priuic Cha- 
ractcrs, with other things which mighc bring trouble, 
ar his friends houſes; fo that when Sex, Burgnicy, 
Mildmay and Sadleir, ſearched his houſc molt narrow- 
ly, they found nothing, nor could wring nothiug ouc 
of him with interrogations ; who {toed vpon 1t {till, 
thatan Embaſſadour was notto be compelled to yeeld 
reaſons and make anſwers to any bur his owne Prince. 
Yet on the next day Rofſe was dcliuered to the Biſhop 
of Ely to keepe, and (hortly after hee was ſent into the 
Ile of Ely.

Shrewsburie, a retainer of the Dukes, to bee carried by 
Baniſter and Lander into Scotland, vnto the Lord Her- 
ris. Browne being ſuſpicious, when heperceiued by the 
weight, that they had deltuered che money in gold,and 
notin {1luer; hedcliuercdir and thelerters to thepriuic 
Councellors. Herein the wiſcr fort did obſerue, that 
this was the firſt time that the Dutke did commir trea- 
ſon, in that he had giuenaid vnto Herr and the Scots, 
| + oqpmgges enemics, who had depopulated the Engliſh 

orders. Hereupon Hig ford was calt into priſon, who 
forthwith did voluntarily confefſe all the marcer con- 
certing the money ; and withall he told chem in what

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places he had hiddenthe letcers, Ciphers and the Com- 
mentaric of the Queene of Scotland (I mentioned )vn-

The Queene of Scotland diſcourſed in this Com- 
mentaric theſe things at large.

| age with Norfolke ( vpon malice to the Spamiard :) That 

; the Duke of Alba did diſallow the purpoſe of ſending backe

be thought thereby would bee wrought not onely the -otter 
| deſtruftion of the Queene, but alſo of the Romiſh Religi- 
| on in all Britaine; becauſe that the Queene returned into 
Scotland /howld be in danger of fiege, or elſe of neceſiitic 
put to the aduenture of a battell with the Rebels, who may 
' eaſily get her into their hands, by the helpe of the Engliſh 
' | men, before forraine aid could come to helpe her, There- 
fore fince ſhe cannot be in ſafetie in Scothand, and no hope 

of helpe was likely to be out of France, turmoiled with c1- 
will warres, the moſt conuenient courſe ſeemed for her, to 
reſort for ſuccour Vnto the King of Spaine, who had offe- 
red to marry her ynto Don Iohn d'Auſtria, which yet ſhe 
would refuſe, wypon condition that the Romiſh Religion 
might be reſtored in Britaine, by Norfolke. And alſothat 
ber ſounemight ſpeedily be conueyed out of Scotland, and 
ſent into Spaine ; for ſo hee might bee kept m ſafetie, in- 
ſtrufted in hi tender yeeres in the Romiſh Religion, and 
| Withall, all pretext taken from the Scots, who ſe his at- 
| thoritie and name to countenance their rebellion. For the |

| might bee lawfull tor vvicked minded Embaſſadours to 
attempt any thing againſt cheliues of Princes. Hee on 
the other {ide ſtood till in ir, that the rights and priui- 
| Icges of Embaſſadours were neuer violated by the 
courſe of Law, but (thatI may vic his owne words) by 
the way of fa&t : and bitingly willed them not to vie 
him with morerigour,than was vicd to the Engliſh Em- | 
| baſſadour Throgmorton in France,and to Tamworth and | 
Randolph in Scotland, who had raiſed ſcdition, and

ment, bur onely were commanded to depart within a 
| time appointed. When they vrged him with the reſti- 
monies of Engli/h men, he with faire words requeſted 
| chem nor to doc fo, fince it was a long reccined cu- 
tome, which was growneto a Law (as hce ſaid) That 
the teſtimonie of a Scot againſt an Englith man, and of ar 
Engliſh man againſt a Scot was not tobee receiued.

rers was one of his moſt inward friends ; and thathee |

Neither is thereany cauſe, hauing lined in that man-

dic. lam norignorant of all kinde of lifcs, for I hauc 
obcycd, and I haue gouerned ; I hauc had good 
ncighbours, and allo cuill ; I hauc found treachcric 
whereT truſted : I hauceuill beſtowed benefits, and 
[ hauc beene cuill reported of when I haue done well. 
When I call theſe things paſt to mindc, {cc and be- 
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hold the things preſent, and expeCt future things, 1 


thinke them molt happic who dic ſoone : againſt | 
ſuch cuils as theſe I pur on a manly minde,that what- | 
ſocuer befall ynto me, death may not take and finde 
me vnprouided. 

« Asconcerning theſe reaſons, I will notſo preiu- 
dicate my felte, or the lawes of my Kingdome, thar 
[ doc not thinke but that ſhe the authorand contri- 
uer of this treaſon, is a ſubieR, and habjeby the an- | 
cient lawes, alchough this new law had neucr bene | 
made ; the wiuch ncucrrthelefie was not enacted di- 
rectly to cntrap her, as many folkes that fauour her | 
doc ſuſpect and imagine. It was fo farre off from be- | 
ing madcto cn{narec her, that it was rather done to | 
premonuth and dererre her from attempting any 
thing againft ic. And fince that 1t hath the force of a 
law, it was thought mcet to procced againſt her by 
the ſane. But you Lawycrs be ſo curious and pre- 
ciſe in examining the words and letters of the law, 
and following, your formalitics, rather than in the 
expounding the lawes themic]ucs, that by your 
formes ſhe was (as is faid before) within the Coun- 
tic of Stafford in perſon to bearraigned, ftanding at 
trebarre, and holding vp her hand, and to be tricd 
by the verdict of twelue men. Afſurcely it were 2a 
goodly forme of iudgement vpon a Prince. To 
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auoid ſuch likeabſurdities, I chought it molt fit to 
referre ſo great a caule to be examined by the Nobi- 
litic and Iudges ; and chis 1s {carce ſufficient, for that 
the eyes of all men are fixed on vs that are Princes, 
ſtanding alofr { as ir were) on a Theatcr or Stage, | 
and in vs the lcaft blemiſh is ſeene, be ic neuer fo farre | 
oft : ſo thar we are very carcfully ro prouide and be- | 
warethat we commir and doc nothing vnworthy 
ot our {clues.
